drain from killing any of the sa:

M. C. Williams of Oberlin, Ohio, a 
short term Y. M. C. A. campaig n ex ­ 
pert, had charg e. A total of $22,500 
was raised in one day , Mr. Alfrey in­ 
creasing his initial g ift of $20,000 to 
$26 ,000, annou ncing when the cam­ 
paig n closed that he wou ld g iv e $1,- 
000 for each of his six children. The 
citizens contribu ted a total of $41,- 
500. 
Wonderfu l enthu siasm characteriz­ 
ed the campaig n. 
One hu ndred and 
fifty men were at work u nder two 
committees; one, a citizens’ commit­ 
tee of ten teams of fiv e 
men each, 
with a captain, and the other, a bu si­ 
ness men’s committee of ten teams of 
ten men each, with a captain at the 
head of each. Frank C. Ev ans, chair­ 
man of the .ex ecu tiv e committee of 
sev en men, g av e $2,000; M. L. Clay - 
pool. chairman of the citizens’ com­ 
mittee, and Fu lly C. Crabb, chairman 
of the bu siness men’s committee, each 
contribu ted $1,000. 
These were the 
only three g ifts of 
$1,000 or more.

Discovery cf D an ger of Coal D u st I r - 


portant — H an d lin g 
of 
E x p lo s / e s 
M ade Safer — Covernm ent’s 
Exp e ri­ 
mental Coal Mine. 


The sav ing of many liv es annually — 
the liv es of miners throug hout the 
United States—will be one of the splen­ 
did results that will follow the estab­ 
lishment of the bureau of mines, oue 
of the g reat achiev ements in the inter­ 
est of labor of the administration of 
President Taft. 
The ex cessiv e and unnecessary loss 
of life in the mines of this country 
was one of the primary causes for the 
creation of this bureau. 
Foe y ears 
hundreds of miners were killed in mine 
disasters, and practically nothing was 
done to check the terrible loss of life. 
Spurred on by President Taft, an 
act creating the bureau of mines was 
passed by cong ress and became effec­ 
tiv e on J uly 1, 1910. 
J ohn A. Holmes 
of the United States g eolog ical surv ey 
was appointed as the first director. 
Mr. Holmes was reputed and certified 
to be the best trained man for the 
place obtainable in the United States. 
The chief ex perimental station was es­ 
tablished nt Pittsburg h, where the in­ 
v estig ations of the problems intrusted 
to the bureau hav e been prosecuted so 
successfully for nearly two y ears. 
In the y ear 1907, the most disastrous 
of all y ears in the American coal mines. 
3,125 miners lost their liv es. This rep­ 
resented 4.86 of men killed for ev ery 
1,000 employ ed. 
In coal mines in Eu­ 
rope less than two miners are killed 
out of ev ery 1.000 employ ed. As a re­ 
sult of the work conducted by the bu­ 
reau of mines and the wise use of an 
appropriation of $150,000 made by con­ 
g ress, the death rate has been already 
reduced to practically one-half what it 
was in 1907. 
One of the notable achiev ements of 
the bureau of mines was the demon­ 
stration of the fact that coal dust iti 
a bituminous mine is more dang erous 
and deadly than g as. 
It had been the 
belief heretofore that g as or fire damp 
was the g reatest menace to the min­ 
ers, and little attention was g iv en to 
the accumulation of coal dust. 
The 
bureau of mines prov ed to the satis­ 
faction of the miners as well as opera­ 
tors that coal dust would ex plode and 
unlike fire damp, carried no warning 
with it. 
The keeping of dusty mines 
wet, as recommended by the bureau 
of mines, was found to reduce ma 
terially the chances of ex plosion of coai 
dust. 
The number of deaths in the mines 
has been g reatly reduced as a result 
of the testing of ex plosiv es under the 
direction of the bureau of mines. 
In 
the y ear 19 08 the coal mines in the Unit­ 
ed States used 2,000.000 pounds of 
short flame ex plosiv es, and at present 
nearly sev en times that quantity is be­ 
ing used w*ith g reater safety , due to 
the co-operation of the coal operators 
and the bureau of mines. 
The establishment of an ex perimen­ 
tal 
coal 
mine at 
Brucetotv n. 
Pa., 
twelv e miles from Pittsburg h, is still 
another en able achiev ement of the 
bureau of mines. 
It places the United 
Stales In adv ance of other nations with 
respect to this research and ex peri­ 
mental work in mines. Numerous tests 
are made at this ex perimental mine, 
from whieli many ex cellent results are 
obtained. 
Still another important work which 
is conducted under the auspices of the 
bureau of mines is the rescue of en­ 
tombed miners. 
Since tlie creation of 
the bureau many hundreds of liv es 
hav e been sav ed. 
At the big mining 
disaster in Ohio one of the rescue corps 
of tlie bureau of mines arriv ed at the 
scene thirty -two hours after the disas­ 
ter. Three men were rescued who had 
been g iv en up as dead and allowed to 
remain 111 the mine. 
At another time 
one man was found aliv e among 150 
dead, and today he is the sole surv iv or 
of that terrible catastrophe due to tlie 
splendid work of the rescue corps. 
Before the bureau of mines was 
made possible by the interest of Pres­ 
ident Taft, which was followed by the 
necessary leg islation for its establish­ 
ment, there was no org anized effort in 
sav ing the liv es of entombed miners. 
Time and ag ain men hav e sacrificed 
their liv es in v ain attempts to rescue 
their companions. 
This unnecessary 
sacrifice of life has been stopped by 
the co-operation of the state authori- j 
ties with the federal rescuers attached j 
to the bureau of mines. An inv estig a-j 
tion of the fuel resources of the Unit­ 
ed States is also being made with a 
v iew of checking the waste and in- j 
creasing the efficiency with which fuel i

STATE BUREAU 


Many Unemployed Are Gonnecl- 
- ed With Jobs. 


REPORT FOR LAST QUARTER 


MRS. LA FOLLETTE 


Wife of Presidential Candidate 
Will Help Him on the Hustings 


The State’s Free Employment Bureau 
Has Been the Means of Bringing 
Large Numbers of “ Masierless Men” 
in Touch With Some Position Which 
Cried Out yo Be Filled—Summary of 
the Number of Jobs Filled. 


Indianapolis, April 15.—A total of 
1,033 applications for work in January, 
February and March are shown in the 
tenth quarterly report from the state’s 
free employment bureau, issued by Os­ 
wald Stahn. clerk of the bureau. 
Of 
that number, 793 were men. eighty- 
eight were boys and 152 were women 
and girls. 
In the last quarter of 1-911 the total 
number of applications was 1*410. The 
total 
number of 
persons 
obtaining 
work in the quarter just passed was 
683—521 men, 64 boys and 98 women 
and girls. 
The number of positions 
offered through the bureau was S92, 
the number of places not filled being 
209. 
Men were offered positions in 
643 instances, boys in 66 and women 
and girls in 183. 
Laborers and farm hands were most 
In demand. 
Of the former 261 applied 
and 234 received employment; of the 
latter 156 applied and 61 received em­ 
ployment during the quarter. 
Eigh­ 
teen boys were enlisted in the United 
States 
army 
through 
the 
bureau’s 
work, according to the report. 
Six 
boys, of ten who applied, found work 
as dairy hands. 
Thirty-seven of the 
fifty-six women and girls who applied 
found work at household duties, that 
being the largest number which ap­ 
plied for any one line of work. 
In the summary of the work of the 
bureau in the two and one-half years 
it has been in operation it is shown 
that 18,517 applications for work have 
been filed and 7,682 of those applicants 
have obtained "work.

Jesse Chaille said Price had a g ood 
reputation. 
Frank Price, a brother 
of the accused, is a brother-in-law 
of witness. Witness had never heard 
of Price having trouble with any oth­ 
er person. 
He based his statement 
of Price’s 
reputation on 
his own 
opinion, he said. 
Milton Yawter was 
used to de­ 
scribe the different horses owned by 
Price. 
He and the accused had been 
associated tog ether in business. 
He 
testified that Price s 
reputation wa 
g ood. 
Rov Redeker, Price’s adopted son, 
was 
a 
brig ht 
witness. 
lie 
was 
straig htforward and made a g ood im­ 
pression. 
He referred to Price as 
“Pop.” 
For the past seven years he 
has been living in the Price home 
a s 
a member of the family. He was born 
five miles north of Greensburg . 
He 
was reared there. 
lie tcld of a colt being hurt oil the 
farm and of all of them assisting to 
care for ii. 
He and Cook had lived 
tog ether a short time before Cook’s 
family came there from North Caro­ 
lina. 
Cook, witness said, had not 
helped to care for the colt more than 
three or four times. He told of Cook 
driving him off of the farm when he 
had been sent there to cut corn last 
fall. 
Cook had kicked him 
three 
times on that occasion. 
Harris MeManaman testified that 
he lived about two miles from the 
Price farm, where the shooting oc­ 
curred, and that he was acquainted 
with Zaek Price. 
He also testified that he had seen 
Price driving a team of roan bron­ 
chos, the same team driven on that 
m< rning , along about 
corn cutting 
time in. the latter part of September. 
The defense was particular in prov­ 
ing this so as to show the jury that 
Mrs. Cook could not have failed to 
recog nize the team as belong ing to 
Price the minute it drove into the 
barnyard. When asked as to Price’s 
reputation he said that it was g ood 
enoug h.

or he will be lost couldn’t g et a job.
